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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Friedl et al. do not teach 
the unexpected properties of the claimed composition. This is not found persuasive because the composition in Friedl et al. and the 
composition claimed have a substantial amount of the same embodiements. Since compositions and their properties are inseparable, 
those embodiments which are both claimed in the instant application and taught in Friedl et al. must have the same properties and to that 
extent the properties are not unexpected. See in particular the Pluronic in paragraph 63 which includes the poloxamer's of claim 6 for 
example. Applicant also argues that Friedl et al. considers surfactants and emulsifiers as optional wherein the prefered amounts are 
different.
